|l< red upon his course here, thcro 
were only two men in the 2nd year 
and five in the 1st year. Very few 
had ever heard of the School of Com- 
merce .and those who did, thought of 
it only as a handful of men lucked 
ttwoy in sumo corner of the Arta 
r.ullding. The following year. Ima- 
gine the surprise of these same five 
sludenta (for in those days the course 
lasted only rwo years) when they 
heard that fifteen bad enrolled for 
the 1st year. It was not long before 
an Ideu of their own growing import- 
ance came over these twenty seekcru 
after commercial knowledge. But 
wilh numbers, there, came also a desire 
for organization. Something was re- 
quired to place these students in 
closer touch with each other. A need 
was foil for some body that could 
represent the School of Commerce as 
a whole. 

With the purpose of endeavoring 
to satisfy this need, a meeting was 
called during tho first week of last 
December to decide what could be 
done. After much discussion. It was 
decided lo organize a Commercial 
Society, and a committee was chosen 
to draw up a constitution. This com- 
mittee met and carried out its duties. 
The constitution was adopted by the 
students on Dec. IStb, 1918, who thus 
became an organized body. 

During the remainder of the season, 
the Socloty held fortnightly nioctlngo, 
at which various programmes were 
presented. At the opening meeting. 
Mr. it. M. Sugars, the Honorary Pre- 
sident, «poke on tho "Importance of 
the Study of Commerce." At the 
next meeting, a most Interesting de- 
bate took place, on tho vital topic of* 
"Railroad Nationalization." This 
was followed by an explanatory paper 
on "Railroads." Dr. Vlllard spoke at 
the third meeting, and, as usual, be 
retained the undivided interest of all 
his hearers from beginning to end, 
His subject was "Tho Future, Trade 
Relations between^ Canada and 
France.' A paper on "Argentina" 
and a debate on the subject of "Pro- 
hibition in Quebec", constituted an 
other programme. At Its next gath- 
ering, the Society listened with great 
intorest to a paper on the "Advantages 
ot fariff," a speech on the "Eelments 
of Banking," and an essay on "Can* 
•da'-s National Resources." And fin 
ally; to bring a good year's work to a 
goojl close, a grand banquet was heln 
at which the members were given the 
opportunity of displaying a different 
kind of talent from that shown at tho 
regular meetings. 

. This year It ls proposed to carry on 
the excellent work done by the Society 
last; year, but tb do so the earnest 
support and co-opcratton of tho 1st 
year Commercial students Is essen- 
tial.. Their numbers arc so largo that 
It would bo absolutely Impossible to 
make each member Individually ac- 
quainted with Hie alms of tho Society. 
For this reason, use Is being made of 
the "Daily" to bring boforo the Fresh- 
men the importance ot becoming a 
member of the Society, both for their 
good and for tho improvement and 
lalvancemciit of the School of Com- 
t;.erco Itself. 

The aims or tho Society are two, 
slz.. the arousing of greater Interest 
In the Commerce cause, by tho dis- 
cussion of commercial topics, and the 
arranging of social functions for the 
purpose of bringing the studei 
closer together.
